W ashington he has been v ery influen­ 
tial in shaping legislation relative to 
mining m a tte rs. 
It was due to his in 
sistence th a t lands containing precious 
metals w ere expected from the opera­ 
tion of th e new w ithdraw al law’, and 
in the creation of the bureau of mines 
and other m atters of concern to the 
mining industry he has been active 
and effective. 
We do not alw ays agree 
with him , but, if it be n o t perm itted 
a technical paper to express an opinion 
in ¡such m atters, 
we m ay at 
least 
make clea r our hope th at th e voters of 
his d istric t, in which th e re are large 
mining interests, will

New Electric Company 


T he general E lectric Company, 
re ­ 
presented by Mr Underwood and o thers 
w ho were in Jackson last week, are 
m aking arrangem ents 
for 
the 
in ­ 
auguration of 
an other ‘big 
pow er 
p la n t in this county. 
Preliminary su r­ 
veys have already been made, and 
the 
final working surveys will be com ­ 
menced ere long. 
"The scene of o p era­ 
tio n s will be on th e Mokelumne riv er, 
at point above the intake of the S tan d ­ 
ard Electric company, so that the en­ 
te rp rise will not in any way in terfere 
w ith the operations of the 
presen t 
p la n t at Electra. 
Indeed, it 
will 
doubtless prove a benefit rather than 
otherw ise to the 
Standard 
folks. 
The intention is to build an enorm ous 
dam in the vicinity o f Bear river, 
at 
a favorable site 
already 
selected. 
F rom this dam th e w ater will be con­ 
veyed by ditch, b u ilt on the A m ador 
side of the river, to a point above the 
head of the Standard ditch, where 
the 
pow er plant will be built. It is claim ed 
th a t a fall of over 1000 feet can be 
secured, and th at th e capacity o f the 
p la n t will be from 30,000 to 40,000 
horse power. 
The w ater will all be 
retu rn ed to the riv e r above the head of 
th e Standard ditch, and hence th a t 
com pany will g ain additional w a te r 
supply by the schem e. 
T he installation 
of this enterprise 
m eans much for th e eastern section of 
A m ador county. 
To get the p lan t in 
operation will ex ten d over a period of 
yc a rs, and a sm all arm y of em ployes 
w ill be necessary to build the big dam 
and construct the m iles of ditches. 
As 
fa r as disposal of th e electric energy 
is concerned, th ere is no question upon 
th a t proposition. 
The demand 
for 
electric power is 
increasing 
a t 
a 
g re a te r rate than th e supply.

It Is asserted th a t tobacco was firs*, 
taken Into Spain In 1558 by Fernán

reached Portugal, was soon lntroducec 
Into France by the French ambassa 
dor, Jean Nleot, and sent to the Portu­ 
guese court in 1559. 
When lie re­ 
turned to his home he presented some 
of the seed and leaves to Queen C ath­ 
erine de’ Medici, and the scientific 
name of the plant was thereafter des­ 
ignated as “nlcotlue” in bts honor.

If you wished 
for wine, you must bring that with 
Íou, for tbe cooks sold no liquor, al 
hougli they seem to have provided, as 
time went on, more and more of the 
natural accompaniments of meat, such 
as bread, vegetables and pastry. 
This habit continued until well Into 
the reign of Elizabeth, and so long 
as such an Inconvenient custom pre­ 
vailed there could have been no real 
comfort fo r any citizen who chose to 
dine abroad. 
He must have had as 
much trouble with porterage and bas­ 
kets as a country party h as today at 
a picnic. 
But about the time that 
Shakespeare came up to London a 
remarkable change took place In tbe 
customs of the town, and the practice 
of public hospitality and entertain­ 
ment was singularly facilitated.

chemical industry has been brought 
about and maintained by the employ­ 
m ent of large numbers of trained r e ­ 
search chemists, and the value of this 
scientific service is indicated by the 
figures consul-general Guenther 
has 
drawn from the annudt reports of the 
employing factories. 
The works a t 
Biebrich, with $2.000,000 capital Btock, 
earned $1,000,000 in 1909, paid 32 per 
cent dividends, and gave $100,000 as 
gratuities to directors. 
A number of 
other concerns paid 12 to 27 per cent, 
with gratuities to 
directors. 
The 
Farbenfabriken-Bayer Comany. Elber- 
feld, whose capital is $8,500,000, made 
a profit of over $5,000,000, declared a 
24 per cent dividend, and added an 
ex tra dividend of 21 per cent from an 
overgrown reserve .th at still 'amounted 
to $4,355,000 after the disbursement. 
This establishment claims a perfected 
artificial rubber. 
The Badifch Anil in 
and Sodafabric works, which paid 24 
per cent on a capital of $8,5CO,000, has 
crécted works in England since the 
new British patent law was enacted, 
and has also built large works in N or­ 
way for extracting nitrogen from the 
air. 
The reported drying up of lakes in 
Switzerland, 
Germany, 
Russia 
and 
T ibet has led to the suggestion th a t 
the earth is becoming dessicated, and 
a novel German theory is that the 
ultra-violet rays of sunlight are con­ 
cerned in the process. 
These 
rays 
slowly decompose w ater into hydrogen 
dioxide and hydrogen. the latter but 
no oxygen being evovled. 
The action 
taking place in the air, hydrogen diox­ 
ide is found in rain, while the hydro­ 
gen rises and at 62 miles constitutes 
99% per cent of the atmosphere. This 
lightest ot gases, moreover, is thought 
to be escaping into space. 
The luminous night-shell that the 
B ritish Admiralty has been 
testing 
has screwed to its base a cylinder of 
illum inant that bursts into flame as 
the gun is fired. 
The 
missile 
is 
brightly lighted through its whole tra ­ 
jectory, greatly aiding the gunners in 
estim ating range, b u t presenting 
a 
strange and weired appearance. 
Prickly pears and other cacti are the 
plants from which 
useful 
products 
m ust be obtained if the arid regions of 
the southwestern U nited States are to 
be given agricultural value. 
The ex­ 
perim ent station at Las Cruces, New 
Mexico,fbegan planting prickly pears 
six or eight years ago, placing the 
pieces in furrows ten feet apart, and 
in four or five years the rows had 
spread to a width of six to eight feet, 
leaving only narrow paths 
between 
them. 
The plants received no cultiva­ 
tion, irrigation or 
other 
attention. 
Much work has been expended in the 
effort to obtain serviceable materials 
from these desert plants, and the re ­ 
sults seem to give good promise of 
practical success. 
The dark red fruit 
the size of a small egg, yields an ex­ 
cellent fruit coloring for confectionery 
and jellies. 
Half a dozen kinds of 
sugar have been extracted, and these 
have been fermented and transformed 
into alcohol. Calculations show that 
plants four years old should supply 
$150 of denatured alchohol per acre. 
The fru it is bonre yearly, no replant­ 
ing or other work of cultivation is 
necessary and the cost of the products 
is very little besides maufacture and 
transportation to a m arket. 
Photography of the aurora borealis 
having been at also made practicable, 
we may hope soon to know more of 
this mysterious earth light 
For the 
pictures recently obtained at Bosekop, 
Norway, Carl Storm er used a cinema­ 
tographic lens of one inch diameter 
and two inches focal length, and with 
Lumiere plates succeeded in getting 
800 photographs—about one-half 
of 
them good-w ith exposures ranging 
from a fraction of a second to 20 
seconds. 
The distance and position of 
the aurora were very accurately de 
term m ed 
by 
comparing 
its 
place 
among the stars on photographs taken 
simultaneously at tw o telephone-con­ 
nected stations 
about 
three 
miles 
apart. 
Diffused light for the stage, in place 
of the usual gear of electric arcs, is 
obtained by a Spanish engineer by re­ 
flecting the rays of an arc lamp from 
silk bands unrolled in any desired posi­ 
tion by pulleys. 
A quarter sphere 
lined with dead white is used as a sky, 
and, the illusion of unlim ited space is 
given by the diffused light thrown up­ 
on this arch. 
Colloidal solutions, 
in which 
sus­ 
pended particles give jelly-like charac­ 
teristics are now produced in a very 
curious way oy Svedbreg, a Swedish 
experimenter, who m akes use of Len- 
ard and Wolf’s discovery of a score of 
years ago that ultra-violet rays, may, 
under certain conditions, strike off dust 
by their impact on solid metals. After 
thorough cleaning, Svedberg nlaces the 
m etal in water or other solvent ex­ 
posed in a flat dish to rays from a 
quartz-glass mercury-vapor lamp very 
near at hand. 
Silver, copper, tin and 
lead are rapidly attacked or pulver­ 
ized, the size and number of the par­ 
ticles broken off varying in different 
liquids, and after a few minutes the 
ultra microscope shows the usual pecu­ 
liarities of a colloidal solution. 
On 
platinum, aluminum and cudium there 
is little or no effect. 
In some solu­ 
tions the particles are unformly ex­ 
ceedingly small in size, and their in­ 
cessant lively dancing or “ Brownian 
m ovem ent" gives them a striking ap­ 
pearance in the instrum ent. 
Further 
experim ents are expected to bring out 
interesting and im portant -new facts. 
R t markable effects on the colors of 
plants are now produced by chemicals 
fed to the soil, out the imparted pecu­ 


liarities are transient and cannot be 
transmitted to succeeding generations. 
In late triala by a German chemist, 
petals of white rose have been given 
a red color by application to the soil of 
a 
mixture 
of 
potaasium 
hydrate, 
calcium hydrate and 
lead 
acetate. 
Other experiments were made with the 
red flowering hydrangea, and a quan­ 
tity of potassium and aluminum sul­ 
phate, or if aluminum sulphate and 
calcium hydrate, when fed to the soil, 
transformed the flowers to a b eau ti­ 
ful blue. 
Red or pink color was in­ 
tensified by lead acetate. 
The decay of atone monuments is a 
more complex effect than has been 
supposed, and I Dr. T. Anderson, 
of 
York, Eng., finds fia t the crumbling 
of some stone 
work is due to the 
growth of bacilli. 
This cause seems 
to be responsible to much destruction 
commonly attributed to the w eather. 
The organisms evidently thrive on the 
chemical substancea of smoke and soot, 
but the extent of their influence is yet 
to be determined.
